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Hero driver saved 
lives in his last act 


59-year-old drove lorry to hard shoulder shortly before fatal heart attack

A LORRY driver who died behind 
the wheel is being celebrated for 
thinking of others in his final 
moments. 

Grandfather Jim McCloud, 59, 
who lived in Long Ley, Harlow, 
was found dead on Thursday, Feb¬ 
ruary 2 on the hard shoulder of 
the M25 near Heathrow Airport. 

Shortly before he suffered a 
fatal heart attack, Mr McCloud 
managed to steer the 18-tonne 
vehicle off the busy motorway and 
put his hazard lights on, actions 
which could have prevented a ser¬ 
ious accident. 

His widow Margaret McCloud, 
60, said: “It was a normal 
Thursday. He would get up every 
morning, give me a kiss and tell 
me he loved me. I always told him 
I loved him more. 

Breakfast 

“He had breakfast, went to 
Stansted Airport and loaded his 
lorry.” 

After this, Mr McCloud had 
driven to Heathrow and was on 
his way back when he had a heart 
attack. 

His wife continued: “He must 
have not felt well as he pulled over 
to the hard shoulder, put on his 
hazards and what happened after 
I do not think I will ever know. 

“At 4pm one of his bosses put 
out an alert. They sent someone 
from HR and they found him in 
his lorry. They called an ambu¬ 
lance and did CPR but he was 
confirmed dead at Slough 
hospital.” 

Mr McCloud was born in Glas¬ 
gow and moved to Harlow at the 
age of ten. He met his wife 
through his twin brother Ian, the 
pair married in 1976 and lived in 
Harlow since. 

With his wife, who works as a 
supervisor for Faber Music, the 
pair had two children James, 40 
and Michelle, 39, and six grand¬ 
children. For 20 years the family

lived in Rivermill, Harlow and 
had lived in Long Ley for a decade. 
As well as his twin brother he had 
another brother and two sisters. 

His brother James, who lives in 
Belfast, said: “The last action he 
did was to think of others. He did a 
good thing in the last moments of 
his life.” 

Mrs McCloud added: “All of his 
friends are saying he is a hero. His 
last act was thinking of others. An 
18-tonne truck could have caused 
a hell of a lot of damage. 

Loved 

“He loved his job, he was quite 
happy. He never used his mobile 
and he was always aware of 
everything around him. 

“He was a happy chappie, he 
was always winding people up 
and he laughed at his own 
jokes.” 

Mr McCloud, a fan of Celtic 
Football Club, had previously 
worked as a taxi driver and was 
well known among cabbies but his 
wife said he was family focused. 

“He loved his family,” she said. 

“He always picked me up from 
work but on that day he was not 
there, so I phoned up FedEx and 
they said he had been taken to 
hospital. 

“I was told over the phone he 
had passed away. Everybody is so 
shocked.” 

Mr McCloud’s funeral will be 
held at 4.45pm on Wednesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 22 at Parndon Wood Crem¬ 
atorium, Harlow.

A WOMAN who has lived in Har¬ 
low for more than 50 years cel¬ 
ebrated her centenary with her 
family. 

Mavis Pavey was born on Feb¬ 
ruary 12, 1917, in Slough and 
moved to Harlow Common ward, 


Harlow, in the 1960s. She has lived 
there ever since. 

On Sunday she received a card 
from the Queen wishing her many 
happy returns and hosted a small 
gathering with friends and fam¬ 
ily. 

Her nephew Ronald Lucia, 73, of 
Coppice Hatch, Harlow, said: “She 
celebrated with neighbours, 


friends and family. She had a cake 
and all that. 

“She looks very good and she 
feels very good. She does not 
really have a secret of getting to 
100 but I think it is because she 
eats well. She does crosswords, 
keeps her mind active and she 
cooks as well.” 

Mr Lucia is not exactly sure 


when his aunt moved to Harlow 
but it is certainly more than 50 
years. 

After she married her husband 
Dennis Pavey, the pair lived in 
Poole but moved to Harlow when 
Mr Pavey found work in a small- 
arms factory in Waltham Cross. 

Mrs Pavey, who worked as a 
seamstress, had two sisters and 


her younger sibling Iris is still 
alive aged 91. The couple did not 
have any children and Mr Pavey 
died 13 years ago. 

Mr Lucia, who has lived in Har¬ 
low himself since 1950, said: “She 
has always loved where she lives. 

“She gets on with the neigh¬ 
bours very well and has made 
many friends.” 


IN BRIEF 


Worst waiting 
times at A&E 

HARLOW: Princess Alexandra 
Hospital’s (PAH) emergency 
department recorded its worst 
waiting time figures in 
December since records began. 

Just 69.4 per cent of patients at 
the infirmary in Hamstel Road, 
Harlow, were discharged, 
admitted or transferred within 
four hours throughout the 
month. 

The target, as set by NHS 
England, is 95 per cent. This 
represented the hospital’s worst 
performance since emergency 
department records began on a 
monthly basis in June 2015. 

PAH recorded a figure of 70.6 
per cent in November and 82.2 
per cent in December 2015. 

The hospital is currently in 
special measures after the Care 
Quality Commission found it 
inadequate after an inspection. 

Phil Morley, chief executive of 
the PAH NHS Trust, announced 
last week he would be retiring in 
April. 

Baffling theft 

HARLOW: A suspected pound 
shop thief was dealt with by 
police after he apparently stole 
items worth £3.59. 

Essex Police constable Tim 
Knights said the force took 
action after the incident in 
Harlow on Friday (February 10). 

The 17-year-old male shoplifter 
was handed a community 
resolution. 

Pound shops typically only sell 
items that are worth the round 
figure. 

Poundland in Broad Walk, 
Harlow, ceased trading on 
January 28. Remaining branches 
are based in the Harvey Centre 
and Staple Tye. 

Five detained 

ESSEX: Five suspected illegal 
immigrants have been detained 
and handed over to the Border 
Force after they were detained 
on the Mil. 

Essex Police officers were 
called to junction 6 of the 
motorway, which connects to 
junction 27 of the M25, just after 
4.30pm on Thursday (February 
9). 

A spokesman said this 
followed reports that five people 
were seen climbing out of the 
back of a lorry. The five men 
detained were transferred into 
the care of the UK Border Force.

‘My signs interpret the song just as it’s written’

A WOMAN from Harlow has been 
working to create a bridge 
between deaf people and their 
access to music by signing out 
songs online. 

Tamara Hudson, 35, has created 
a Facebook page to run alongside 
the work that she voluntarily does 
at the Harlow Deaf Society. 

“Music is something that every¬ 
body enjoys the feeling of and my 
signs interpret the song just as it 
is written through sign supported 
language,” she said. 

“With British sign language, it 
cuts out all the little words where¬ 
as in sign supported English 
every word is interpreted. 

“Artists spend a lot of time on 
these songs and each word is so 
important. Using sign supported 
language, I think is what makes 
me different. 

“It allows me to help give deaf 
people full access to songs. 

“I am hoping to branch out into 
deaf discos and deaf parties.” 

Mrs Hudson, who has worked 
as a postwoman for the Royal Mail

for 15 years, has covered hits by 
the likes of Bruno Mars, Little 
Mix and AC/DC on her Facebook 
page which, after being launched 
last month, has almost 2,000 fol¬ 
lowers. 

“People from all over the world 
can use the page,” she said. 

“Deaf people over in Germany 
may sign language differently but 
it helps through facial expres¬ 
sions.” 

Mrs Hudson, who was born in 
Harlow and still lives in the town, 
was inspired to offer something 
for deaf people having been the 


only hearing child in her family. 

She said: “My mum, dad and 
older sisters are deaf. 

“I was born into a deaf family 
where sign language was my first 
language. 

“I said to my mum and sisters, 
right we need to set something 
up. 

“It’s so important for people to 
learn sign language. I’m not say¬ 
ing that learning French or Span¬ 
ish isn’t just as important but you 
are more likely to meet a deaf 
person.” 

The Harlow Deaf Society, where 
Mrs Hudson is organiser, was 
awarded almost £10,000 by the Big 
Lottery Fund. 

Speaking of the work that the 
society does, Mrs Hudson, said: 
“It gives people the chance to do 
things that they wouldn’t nor¬ 
mally do. 

“From first aid courses to self- 
defence and bingo, we meet on the 
first Saturday of every month at 
the Women’s Institute Hall in Old 
Harlow.”

Body cameras for school staff 


LUNCHTIME staff at a Harlow 
secondary school have been 
equipped with a police-style body 
camera that can be used to film 
students. 

Support staff at Passmores 
Academy, in Tracyes Road, can 
now record what they see during 
the lunch break. 

Vic Goddard, the school’s 
principal, told ITV’s Good 
Morning Britain the cameras 
have benefited assistants and 
that class teachers were not 
filming students. 

His comments coincide with 


news that cameras are being 
worn by teachers in other schools 
in a pilot scheme designed to 
tackle pupil disruption. 

Support 

Mr Goddard said: “Our 
midday assistants are very much 
thinking it helps them do their 
job better. It is not meant to be 
anything other than an aid. 

“It’s about improving what 
goes on in schools, not 
necessarily catching people 
doing anything badly.” 

Cameras are being worn by 


class teachers in two others 
schools in the UK as part of the 
scheme created by Tom Ellis, a 
criminal justice researcher at 
the University of Portsmouth.

Emma going to 
Italy by Vespa 
to raise money 
for Liver Trust

A HARLOW woman will ride a 
Vespa scooter to Italy “to give 
something back” after her broth¬ 
er’s two liver transplants. 

Emma Hastings, 39, will take on 
the five-day challenge to raise 
funds for the British Liver Trust. 

“My brother Matt’s case was 
quite complex and it’s terrifying 
when you’re in that situation,” 
said the support worker. 

“He became ill when he was 14 
and had his first transplant when 
he was 18.” 

She added: “It’s nice that this 
challenge also corresponds with 
one of my loves. I have always 
been into the scooter scene.” 

Matt, who is now 36, has 
autoimmune hepatitis, when 


white blood cells attack the liver. 

Emma will begin the 1,948-mile 
adventure in June alongside 
members of the Vespa LML Own¬ 
ers Club, but is feeling a little 
nervous ahead of the ride. 

Massive 

She said: “This is a massive test 
for myself as although I have man¬ 
aged to pass my A1 to actually 
drive on motorways, I have never 
ridden more than 20 miles, which 
is where my scooter is kept, in 
Norfolk. 

“I’ve had to learn certain things 
like how to take my wheels off. 

“I don’t know what to expect, 
but I’m not going to back down. 

Emma is still looking for spon¬ 
sors to support her ride. 

The total cost for the ride is 
estimated at £1,500, which will 


include £100 petrol per day, plus 
oil and emergency breakdown 
equipment. 

“I’ve bought a GoPro camera to 
document my journey,” she said. 

“I’m sure I’ll need that when 
I’m sleeping in a field next to a 
cow or something.” 

Audrey Cornelius, fundraising 
manager at British Liver Trust, 
said: “We are so grateful to Emma 
for raising funds this way. 

“An estimated 12 million people 
are at risk of liver damage and the 
issue is getting worse.

Christian student is 
standing by abortion 
Facebook comments

A CHRISTIAN student who once 
asked a girl to have an abortion 
and compared it to “mass 
slaughter” has set up a petition 
calling for the procedure to be 
removed from the NHS. 

Manuel Ngochinya, who is 
doing a film studies degree at 
Anglia Ruskin’s Cambridge cam¬ 
pus but grew up in Harlow, has 
claimed responsibility for the 
petition, which was launched on 
Wednesday last week, on his Face- 
book page. 

While his original post attrac¬ 
ted almost 550 shares, 6,000 reac¬ 
tions and 7,500 largely negative 
comments, more than 2,500 people 
have also backed his campaign. 

The Austrian-born 22-year-old 
says his views on abortion were 
formed when he found God. 

Speaking exclusively to the 
Star, he said: “After I became a 
Christian and following Jesus I 


started really thinking about the 
worth of human life. 

“I looked at the science of when 
human development begins and it 
correlated with my Christian 
belief. I felt moved to stand for 
those in society who are actually 
the most vulnerable and voice¬ 
less, the unborn.” 

So far, his petition, on the Gov¬ 
ernment website, has reached 
2,563 signatures. If it hits 10,000, 
the Government will respond to it 
and at 100,000, it will be con¬ 
sidered for debate in Parliament. 

Furious 

Manuel, who is president of the 
Student Life Society at his uni¬ 
versity, admitted that he received 
a furious backlash to his com¬ 
ments on Facebook, including 
death threats. 

He added: “I expected a neg¬ 
ative response but was surprised 
by the amount of negative atten¬ 
tion that it received in such a 
short amount of time. 


“I knew that I was wading into a 
taboo territory but I believe in the 
democratic value of freedom of 
speech. I understand why people 
are reacting so negatively. 

“At first the comments were a 
bit discouraging because they 
came from acquaintances. Then 
when the hateful comments really 
rolled in, at first I was a bit sad. 

“But I have a deep love for the 
people who are upset about this. 
They are valuable human beings 
with the same fundamental worth 
as the unborn.” 

He also suggested that part of 
the backlash came from the fact 
that men are often unwilling to 
take responsibility for pregnan¬ 
cies, citing his own history. 

“I myself had asked a woman to 
perform an abortion years before 
I became a Christian. It stirred up 
anger towards my former self’s 
complete lack of responsibility as 
I realised we live in a society in 
which men do not take their allot¬ 
ted blame in this issue. 


“The whole thing was very 
cryptic. She told me she was preg¬ 
nant, then told me that she wasn’t, 
then that she was going to get it 
taken care of but that I couldn’t 
come with her to the doctors. 

Cowardice 

“On the very small off chance 
that she was telling the truth, I 
want to claim full responsibility 
for my own lack of commitment, 
respect and outright cowardice. I 
will not hide that fact.” 

Despite the vitriol, Manuel said 
his friends and family have stood 
alongside him 

“My friends and family have 
been great in this,” he said. 

“One of the first arguments on 
the post was actually between a 
commenter and my mum, and I’ve 
also had many people check up on 
me since the petition went locally 
viral. It really has been an encour¬ 
agement and it has also reassured 
me that I have done the right 
thing.”

Robert Halfon on his life as our MP

ROBERT Halfon said being MP 
has been tiring and frustrating at 
times - but his love for Harlow has 
seen him through. 

The Conservative politician 
said it felt weird to fulfil his 
dream in 2010 when he entered the 
House of Commons, but seven 
years and a re-election later he is 
proud of his achievements. 

While he is now Minister of 
State for Skills and Apprentice¬ 
ships, his political ambitions date 
back to his schooldays. 

“I wanted to be an MP since I 
was ten years old,” he said. “I 
decided after I came to visit Par¬ 
liament.” 

Mr Halfon moved to Harlow 
from London in 1999 to stand to be 
its MP, but was defeated in 2001 
and again four years later by 
Labour incumbent Bill Rammell. 

“I lost the election in 2005 by 97 
votes, it was such a terrible time,” 
said Mr Halfon. 

“It was an awful day. I couldn’t 
even go and watch Chelsea [the 
football team he has always sup¬ 
ported] win the league.” 

On finally achieving his life¬ 
time dream in 2010, when he 
became MP, he said: “It was really 
weird. I had worked here and had 
done every kind of job you could 
imagine in the past. It was a really 
weird feeling. 


“There is a tea place [in Par¬ 
liament] and I was there won¬ 
dering for a few moments when 
the MP was going to turn up 
before I realised. 

“I have learned everything pos¬ 
sible about Harlow and it has 
shaped my politics. One example 
is that I campaigned for the 
national living wage, which we 
now have.” 

Mr Halfon said another of his 
campaigns, lowering fuel duty, 
was developed after seeing first¬ 
hand how people in Harlow were 
struggling due to the costs. 

Battleground 

Harlow constituency was pre¬ 
dicted by many to be a battle¬ 
ground seat for the 2015 election, 
but Mr Halfon was returned for 
another term with an increased 
majority. 

On life as an MP he said: “It is 
non-stop. I get a few hundred 
emails a day and it is a seven-day- 
a-week job. It is not something you 
can turn off when you leave the 
building. 

“It’s a way of life. I am a work¬ 
aholic. It is hard to take time off. 
Usually I have a break in 
August.” 

Asked about his favourite 
aspect of being MP, Mr Halfon 
said: “Without a doubt it is the 
community stuff, all the events 
going on, from church fetes to 
Chinese New Year. 


“I love Harlow College. I 
have been there between 50 
and 60 times. I love the Christ¬ 
mas events and Reading With 
Rob, which I do at schools. 

“You need to love the town 
where you live. You need to have 
the skin of a rhinoceros as you get 
a lot of abuse. You become 
immune to it. 

“You need to have stamina and 
you need to like coffee. There are 
no short cuts.” 

On his greatest achievement, 
Mr Halfon said he was most proud 
of helping secure a fuel duty 
freeze for the first time in years, 
but also of seeing Public Health 
England open a centre in the 
town. 

His greatest displeasure is see¬ 
ing the town’s name named tar¬ 
nished in the national press, as it 
was after a fatal incident at The 
Stow last summer. 

He said: “They have no idea 
what really goes on. I think it is 
the best town in Britain and I am 
proud to represent Harlow.” 

On the future he said: “I am 
very happy doing my job in skills. 
I will be MP until people have had 
enough. If the public have had 
enough and want someone else I 
would not mind at all. 

“I have achieved my dream and 
I have made a difference. I have no 
greater aspirations and I am 
happy to be doing what I am 
doing.”

Hospital has 
its worst ever 
waiting times 

PRINCESS Alexandra Hospital’s 
(PAH) emergency department 
recorded its worst waiting time 
figures in December since 
records began. 

Just 69.4 per cent of patients at 
the hospital, in Hamstel Road, 
Harlow, were discharged, 
admitted or transferred within 
four hours throughout the 
month. 

The target, as set by NHS 
England, is 95 per cent. This 
represented the hospital’s worst 
performance since emergency 
department records began on a 
monthly basis in June 2015. 

PAH recorded a figure of 70.6 
per cent in November and 82.2 
per cent in December 2015. 

The hospital is currently in 
special measures after the Care 
Quality Commission found it 
inadequate after an inspection. 

Phil Morley, chief executive of 
the PAH NHS Trust, announced 
last week he would be retiring in 
April. 

A spokesman from the 
hospital previously told the Star 
the department is under intense 
pressure and residents are 
encouraged to consider other 
options before calling 999.

FROM Mungo Jerry to the Bay 
City Rollers, the bandstand in 
Harlow Town Park has seen some 
famous faces since it was built in 
1971. 

“The first bandstand was tem¬ 
porary and would travel around 
the town,” said David Devine, his¬ 
tory officer at Harlow Museum. 

“Small jazz groups would hold 
performances in the market 
square.” 

It was not until 1973 that the 
popularity of te bandstand took off 
when a councillor recommended 
to the Park Recreation Committee 
that there should be pop concerts 
for teenagers aged 13 to 20. 

He continued: “There were 
things for older people and young¬ 
er people but not for teenagers. 

“The idea was to supplement 
what the council was already 
doing and to hold around six con¬ 
certs every year from 6pm until 
9pm.” 

From pop and country music to 
Punch and Judy shows by 1979, 



POPULAR: Punters enjoy

Harlow residents had a full enter¬ 
tainment programme available to 
them for free. 

David said: “The idea was that 
local people are already paying 
the council for their rates, so con¬ 
certs were made free. 

“Tickets stayed free but the 
council needed to have an idea of 
numbers and would give out tick¬ 
ets. They were like a raffle tick¬ 
et. 

“But a lot of people were also 
coming in from far and wide to see 
these bands before they became 
really big.” 


Scottish pop band, Bay City 
Rollers, was one of the biggest 
bands seen in the town park in 
1974. 

“They were on the cusp of 
becoming really big,” said David. 

“At the Harlow museum you 
can find an exercise book of about 
30 pages, where each page reads 
‘please’ until the end page which 
says ‘bring back the rollers’. They 
had a big impact on the audience 
at that time.” 

It was not just big names per¬ 
forming on the stage with many 
home-grown bands being offered 
the chance to support. 

“Harlow bands would often be a 
warm up act. It was their chance 
to play alongside big names,” said 
David. 

“It was very forward thinking 
for the council by showcasing 
people with talent.” 

Although the free concerts 
stopped in 1991, groups continue 
to play there as part of Linkfest 
and from Harlow Rock School.

■ COUNCIL TAX 

Residents’ needs 
are paramount 

I WOULD like to take this 
opportunity to fully endorse 
most of Mike Carr’s recent letter 
(High cost of poor services, 
February 9). 

For those readers who don’t 
know Mike Carr, he is a figure 
whose comments should be 
totally respected as an eminent 
and effective spokesperson and 
representative of tenants affairs 
over a prolonged period. 

In my opinion his contribution 
in such matters could well be 
said to be unmatched. 

It would be remiss of me also 
to not pay tribute to his 
counterpart John Ford, who 
acted in a similar manner in 
respect of leaseholder affairs 
over a prolonged period. 

I think it appropriate to make 
mention of a statement 
previously made in this 
publication by a then local 
councillor Manny Doku, I 
paraphrase, that his primary 
role was to scrutinise the council 
to ensure it was indeed acting in 
the best interests of residents. 

Mike in his letter clearly 
identifies this as a key issue in 
respect of our elected 
representatives. 

Recently there has been much 
national publicity given to a 
local councillor in East Anglia in 
respect of how he acted towards 
one member of the public in a 
social situation which resulted 
in his resignation. 

How much more serious then 
is the example from a number of 
years back when the Portfolio for 
Housing at a Leaseholders 
forum, where he was unusually 
acting as chairman, saw fit to 
tell an attendee to shut up and 
that if they spoke another word 
he would close the meeting. 

As you can imagine the views 
of those in attendance was that 
he was being rude and acting 
inappropriately. 

It also undermines the 
existence and validity of ‘The 
Code Of Conduct’. 

All members of the public in 
attendance were doing so in 
their free time for the specific 
purpose of exchanging views and 
finding out information in 
respect of Leaseholders affairs. 

No action was taken in respect 
of the behaviour of the 
chairperson at that meeting, in 
fact his behaviour must have 
been endorsed as he was invited 
to chair the next meeting. 

It is also my understanding 
that minutes taken from such a 
meeting are a legal document 
and falsification of minutes is 
therefore an illegal act. 

Yet there was no mention in 
the minutes of the portfolio for 
housing’s actions in respect of 
him in effect denying the right to 
freedom of speech. 

It had to be left to the 
subsequent forum when 
enquiries were made as to why 
his actions were not reported in 
the minutes. 

This is an extreme example of 
the failure of our locally elected 
representatives to act in the best 
interests of residents. 

Yet it highlights the need for 
disciplinary measures to be 
adequately enforced when 
councillors do step out of line. 

I was the member of public 
told to shut up and I would 
welcome the opportunity to 
address residents on the subject 
matter of what was denied to me 


at that forum. 

This would have to be at 
locally arranged residents 
groups where no restrictions are 
placed on those in attendance. 

Given this opportunity I would 
endeavour to inform residents as 
to where some of the publicly 
raised money Mike Carr spoke of 
has disappeared. 

I would also call on tenants 
and leaseholders to work 
together and not allow the policy 
of divide and conquer to succeed. 

There is a saying the public 
gets the politicians they deserve. 

I am sure many of our local 
representatives are well 
intentioned and diligent in the 
pursuit of their roles. 

However, well said Mike, their 
prime role is to ensure that they 
manage the town in accordance 
with the needs of residents not 
the council.

We at last 
managed to buy one of a limited 
number of Mails left from the 
newsagents at the Stow. 

We did not check if a magazine 
and TV guide was inside the 
paper as the polythene bag was 
visible, presumably containing a 
Saturday Mail magazine. 

I was also bursting for the 
toilet having spent the best part 
of an hour driving around trying 
to buy a paper in the cold so got 
away as quickly as possible. 

We did not go out that early 
but it wasn’t that late in the 
afternoon either and we would 
have expected to have bought a 
paper long before then. 

Once home, we looked inside 
the paper and I was puzzled that 
the Sleep Diary issued this week 
was nowhere to be found within 
the plastic packaging, until we 
quickly discovered that, 
unfortunately, the magazine 
contained within the paper was 
not a Mail magazine but one 
from The Sun. 

This magazine had obviously 
been sneaked in at the last 
minute in order to sell the paper. 

If we weren’t 20 minutes away

Man faces 
attempted 
murder rap 

A MAN has been arrested and 
charged with attempted murder 
after an attack on a man in 
Harlow. 

Osa Akapata, 19, of Northgate 
End, Bishop’s Stortford, was 
arrested on Friday in connection 
with an incident in The Downs 
at about 1.30pm on January 26. 

After the incident, a man was 
taken to hospital with stab 
wounds, which were not life- 
threatening. 

Akapata appeared at 
Chelmsford Magistrates’ Court 
on Saturday, charged with 
attempted murder, possession of 
an offensive weapon, fraud and 
failing to provide a sample to 
police. 

Because of the seriousness of 
the charges, the case has been 
committed to the city’s crown 
court on March 13. 

Akapata will remain behind 
bars until that date as a bail 
application was refused. 

The teenager is yet to enter a 
plea to charges of attempted 
murder and possessing an 
offensive weapon. 

He pleaded not guilty to one 
count of fraud and one of failing 
to provide a sample to police.

AN 18-STONE Harlow policeman 
is training to run the Virgin 
Money London Marathon. 

Sergeant Grzegorz Jurkiewicz 
hopes to complete the 26.2 mile 
challenge to raise money for 
Sense, a charity which supports 
people who are deafblind. 

The 33-year-old, known as Greg, 
said: “This is my first marathon.

Small steps 

“The challenge is to do work 
with Essex Police and then put in 
the training. It is small steps. 
Firstly doing five kilometres is an 
achievement and then it is about 
pushing further. 

“But everyone is different. I 
find running is a great way to 
keep fit for work.” 

Sgt Jurkiewicz has currently 


raised £750, which represents 
exactly half of his £1,500 target. 

He said workmates have been 
supportive of his training. 

“My colleagues have been back¬ 
ing me and have contributed 
towards the run,” he said. “Some 
of them have said, ‘yeah I want to 
see you do it‘, because I am 18- 
stone and 5ft 11.

“I have been training since 
August and I have been raising 
lots of money to support a great 
charity,” he added.

Family tell of heartbreak over 
death of bridge plunge driver

THE sister of the Witham man 
who died when his lorry crashed 
off a bridge onto the A12 and 
exploded has said “it was like he 
never existed” after he heart- 
breakingly vanished from the 
family’s life six months ago. 

Gurdip Johal, a 30-year-old 
mechanic for Harris Truck and 
Van on Wheaton Road, died at the 
scene after his lorry drove off 
Coleman’s Bridge, landing on the 
southbound carriageway last 
Wednesday afternoon. 

His sister Mandip Kaur, 21, said 
she is still in shock after being 
told he had died by their mother 
Manjit last Thursday morning. 

Mandip, of Cowley Road in 
Ilford, revealed that Gurdip, who 
got married last April, was “like a 
brother and a father” to her, but 
she had become estranged from 
him in the last six months. 

She did not even know he was 
living in Witham after he moved 
out of the house she shares with 
her mum and brother Amandip a 
year ago. 

Screaming 

She said: “I woke up on 
Thursday to hearing our mother 
screaming and crying and shout¬ 
ing. We didn’t see him as much 
recently. We wish we had. 

“He used to always message us 
and visit but recently it was like 
he never existed. He changed. 

“He would only visit every 
couple of months for five or ten 
minutes to pick something up, 
and then he stopped six months 
ago. We didn’t know what was 
going through his head.” 

Mandip added that she and her 
mother have been crying “non¬ 
stop” since being told of Gurdip’s 
death. “I don’t want to laugh or 
smile,” she said. “How can I? I 
have lost my brother. 

“It is so confusing because he is

lorries for ten years and he would 
not allow anything like this to 
happen. 

“We had a gut feeling 
something was not right. It does 
not feel real — it feels like we are 
in the dark.” 

Emergency services attended 
the scene last Wednesday after¬ 
noon, to find the lorry destroyed 
by the side of the road. 

The A12 was closed in both 
directions throughout the even¬ 
ing as recovery work began, made 
more difficult by the presence of 
26 tonnes of wired batteries in the 
lorry container. 

Metal railings from the bridge 
could be seen hanging down over 
the A12 where the lorry had 
broken through the barrier. A 
video of the aftermath showed a 
man walking around the wreck¬ 
age with a fire extinguisher. 

More than 15 miles of queuing 
traffic quickly developed and 
while the northbound carriage¬ 
way of the road reopened last 
Wednesday, the southbound 
stretch remained partially closed 
between junction 25 for Marks 
Tey and junction 19 for the Bore- 
ham Interchange until Friday 
night. 

Mandip said that after her fath¬ 


er died 21 years ago, when she was 
only a few months old, Gurdip 
took on a paternal role. 

“To most people, he might seem 
private and like he keeps his emo¬ 
tions inside,” she said. “But he 
was a loving brother and he was a 
very intelligent, hard-working 
person. 

“When we were younger, he was 
very close to me and Amandip.” 

Memories 

One of her favourite memories 
with Gurdip was a trip to Woburn 
Safari Park about three years ago. 
She said: “I asked him to take me 
and my mum because I really like 
animals. 

“That was really fun. Most of 
the time he couldn’t do stuff like 
that with us because he was work¬ 
ing a lot, so it was nice when we 
did get to do things. We are hurt 
because he is our family. He is my 
brother.” 

No one has visited the house 
after the news of Gurdip’s death. 

“We have not had support,” 
Mandip said. “No one is helping 
us or seeing us.” 

The family of Mr Johal’s wife’s 
Mandy also issued a statement 
describing the accident as 
“tragic”. 


It said: “Gurdip was a dearly 
loved husband, son, brother and 
friend to everyone who knew 
him. 

“He will be immensely missed 
by his life partner, Mandy Johal, 
and her family. He was a caring 
husband, always putting a smile 
on everyone’s face.” 

Following the confirmation of 
Gurdip’s death, Essex Police con¬ 
tinued to search the wreckage for 
the possibility of further fatal¬ 
ities. 

By Friday afternoon, however, 
the force had confirmed that he 
was the only casualty. 

The Environment Agency also 
worked with Essex Police, the 
East of England Ambulance Ser¬ 
vice and the Essex County Fire 
and Rescue Service to make sure 
the batteries in the container 
posed no risk. 

Speaking last Thursday, a 
spokesman said: “Initial assess¬ 
ment has shown that run off from 
the incident has been well con¬ 
tained and no damage to the 
environment has been caused.” 

The B1389 will remain closed at 
Coleman’s Bridge until March 3 
while repairs take place to the 
railings damaged in the accident. 
A diversion is in place.

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H AVING just returned from 
a late honeymoon in the 
Maldives, after completing 
a gruelling schedule which 
included stand-up tours in 
the UK and Australia, a West End 
panto and his own wedding, lulian 
Clary is hoping for a quieter year. 

“When you're really tired and can 
barely speak to each 
other, the Maldives is 
the place to go," the 
softly-spoken come¬ 
dian observes. 

In November, lulian 
- master of the double 
entendre, winner of 
2012 Celebrity Big 
Brother, and all-round 
popular funny man 
- married his long¬ 
term partner Ian 
Mackley, in a small, 
private ceremony at 
Camden Town Hall 
register office. 

Now the happy 
couple are back at their home in 
Aldington, Kent - a 15th century 
manor house once owned by Noel 
Coward - and lulian, 57, is busy 
promoting The Bolds On Holiday, 
his third children's book in The 
Bolds series, about the adventures 
of a family of laughing hyenas who 
live in Teddington, disguised as 
humans. 

While lulian has no children of 
his own, he has a brood of great- 
nieces and nephews to test his 
novels on. 

"My nephews and nieces have all 
now had children. There are six 
children around between one and 
eight, so there's plenty of scope,” he 
says. "We're quite a funny family. 
We all laugh a lot. They understand 
my humour." 

Did he ever want kids himself? 
"Not really," he muses. "I've 
thought about it. I had a little pang 
the other day when I saw that 
Madonna might be adopting two 
more children. I thought, we could 
do that. But I'm a bit old now. 

"My husband is younger than me 
and he's quite interested in the 
idea, but I think it's just talk, really. 


I don't think we are 
quite committed 
enough to do it.” 

But they were 
committed enough to 
get married last year 
- a celebration that 
lulian posted to his 
215,000 Twitter 
followers, with a 
picture of the happy 
couple dressed in 
formal suits with 
floral corsages, as 
lulian signed the 
register. 

He and Ian have been together 11 
years, and lulian said it was a 
mutual decision to tie the knot. 

"I was always a great campaigner 
for gay marriage, then found I 
didn't particularly want it for 
myself, and then it just came 
about," he adds. 

"We both made our wills and it 
came out of that, really. We both 
thought it would be a nice day out. 
No one popped the question. It was 
more, 'When are you free?' We both 
looked at our diaries. We didn't tell 
anyone, it wasn't a big thing. We 
only had two people at the wedding 
- my sister and my PA.” 

lulian, who met his advertising 
executive beau in 2005 on a yacht 
in Ibiza, was adamant he wasn't 
going to have a big bash. 

"I couldn't bear the thought of 
being the centre of attention in that 
circumstance. It felt like a very 
private thing between the two of us. 

"We had a party later. People 
thought they were just coming to a 
party, but we hung the 'just 
married' sign up in the hallway. 

"I didn't think marriage would 
change our relationship, and I 


suppose nothing has actually 
changed, but I think we're being 
nicer to each other since we got 
married. It's a funny thing. You feel 
more committed, like you're 
looking out for the person. It's just 
subtle things. It's more romantic. 
I'm being more considerate, which 
I never have been before! 

"We are both very independent, 
emotionally as well. We're not 
particularly needy with each other. 
We're just being kinder. 

"Before you're married, there's 
this thought, 'Oh, I could always get 
rid of you and get someone more 
interesting”' he quips with a laugh, 
"but now I don't feel like that." 

He wants to devote this year to 
writing two further Bolds books: he 
always imagined there'd be five in 
the series. 

lulian, who's also written a 
memoir and three adult novels, 
says his mind's in a different place 
when he's writing children's books, 
compared with performing live 
comedy. 

"I'm not trying to squeeze 
innuendos and graphic sexual 
references into it. I like the 
innocence of it,” he explains. 

Yet the panto he performed in at 
Christmas, Cinderella, was heavily 
criticised for being too rude for 
young audiences. lulian chuckles at 
the accusations. 

"I did love one headline, 'lulian 
unleashes a tsunami of smut! That 
will be on my next tour poster." 

After two punishing stand-up 
tours last year with The loy Of 
Mincing, he'll give himself some 
time off, he says. 

"I like fading away, and people 
thinking you've died for a while. 
Because of the nature of my act, it's 


quite easy to have a bit of Clary 
fatigue, and if you go away for a 
while and then come back, people 
are ready for a bit of filth.” 

However, it's important he keeps 
performing. 

"It's imperative," lulian admits. 
"It's what I started out doing and 
there's something very addictive 
about making people laugh. I can 
do that in the privacy of my own 
home, but there's something about 
getting out there, the creative 
process of touring and things 
evolving and occurring to you in 
the moment. I like all that.” 

However, he doesn't crave the 
celebrity recognition he once did. 

"Oh God, spare me that! I used to 
think it was terribly important, but 
I can disappear now and come 
back and it's all fine. When you get 
to about 50, you think, 'Well, I'm 
only going to do what I want to do!" 

His TV appearances have 
dwindled in the last year, he 
realises. He says there are a few 
things in the pipeline, but none 
which he can talk about. Will there 
be more reality shows after his 
successes with Strictly Come 
Dancing in 2004 and Celebrity Big 
Brother? 

"How about The lump?" he 
retorts, laughing. "And of course 
I'm still lamenting the loss of 
Splash. I would have been very 
good on that!”

BOYNE'S latest foray 
into the story of Ireland 
is much funnier but no 
less hard-hitting in its 
social backdrop than his 
previous novels. 

It centres on the lifelong trials and 
tribulations of Cyril Avery, a boy 
born in 1945 out of wedlock to an 
Irish mother. 

Adopted by a pair of middle-class 
Dublin eccentrics, he strikes up a 
friendship with a spoilt, risky 
character, Julian Woodbead. That 
friendship provides the link through 
much of Cyril's life, told in the first 
person, in which he comes to terms 
with being gay in a country, 
that, until recently scorned 
homosexuality, his ill-fated 
relationships, the savagery of the 
church, the scourge of Aids and 
other real events which provide a 
backdrop to the story. 

But Boyne creates lightness out of 
doom, humour out of desperately 
sad situations, creating a compelling 
page-turner that really tells the 
story of Ireland, as well as of a man 
trying to anchor himself in world 
with decidedly questionable values. 

A terrific read. 


A GENTLEMAN IN MOSCOW by Amor Towles 
(Hutchinson, £12.99 - ebook

DESCRIBED as The 
Grand Budapest Hotel 
meets War And Peace, 

A Gentleman In Moscow 
is quite a novel to 
behold. Towles' use of 
language is an absolute 
pleasure and you can't help but 
savour every word. 

The story opens a couple of years 
after the Russian Revolution, during 
a time of ferocious upheaval. 

A devilishly good-looking count, 
Alexander Rostov has been 
summoned before an emergency 
committee and accused of penning a 
counter-revolutionary poem. For the 
next several years, under hotel 
arrest, he forms relationships with 
employees, visitors and a young girl 
whom he becomes a guardian for. 

Towles creates a memorable 
character in Rostov and this book 
brings something for everyone - 
humour, history, friendship and 
philosophy. Definitely worth a read.

INGREDIENTS 

300g lamb belly 
Curing mix: 180g salt, 180g 
sugar, 5g orange zest, 1 pinch 
cinnamon, 1 clove, 1 star 
anise, 5 pink peppercorns 
Cherry glaze: lOOg cherry 
preserve, Itsp fresh grated 
horseradish, 20g light 
brown sugar, 1 cinnamon 
stick, 1 star anise, 1 lemon, 
juice only, 100ml kirch 
Coffee and dark chocolate 
crumb: lOOg cocoa nibs, lOOg 
Panko breadcrumbs, 100ml 
espresso, 50g cocoa powder, 50g 
plain flour, 20g butter 
Pickled cherries: 

Handul of fresh cherries 
(halved), 500ml white wine 
vinegar, 250g sugar, 500ml 
water, 3 bay leaves, 1 star anise, 
20 black peppercorns 
Pancetta and lentil ragout: 

80g cooked puy lentils, 30g 
smoked pancetta lardons, 

2 shallots (finely diced), 30g 
carrot, finely diced, Sprig thyme, 
Pinch parsley (finely chopped), 
100ml chicken stock, lOg butter, 
200g sprouting broccoli 
Garnish: 6 pickled cherry halves, 
Sage leaves (deep-fried) 

METHOD 

1. Cured lamb belly 
(prepared in advance): 

Mix the curing mixture 
ingredients together and 
sprinkle over the lamb 
belly. Leave for one day to 
marinade. Pour/scrape off 
the mix and transfer the 
belly to a vacuum bag and 
cook sous vide (in a water 
bath or steamer) at 65°C for 
12 hours. When ready, take 




out and press while 
cooling. Cut into 150g 
portions. 

2. Pickled cherries 
(prepared in advance): 

Bring all the ingredients, 
except the cherries, to the 
boil and then chill. Pour 
over the cherries and leave 
for three days. For the 
cherry glaze, cook the 
ingredients together until 
the glaze reaches a 
honey-like consistency and 
then strain. 

3. For the coffee 
and dark 
chocolate 
crumb, mix 
together the 
ingredients in 
a blender, 
then spread 
out on a 



tray. Bake slowly at 150°C, 
breaking up the mixture as 
it bakes so you are left with 
a crumbly, sand-like 
consistency. 

4. For the pancetta and 
lentil ragout, saute the 
lardons so the fat renders 
and a little colour is 
taken. Add the finely 
chopped carrot and shallot 
with the thyme and sweat 
down. Add the lentils and 
the stock and cook down 
until almost all the liquid 
has gone. Add the butter 
and the parsley and stir in. 
Leave to chill. 

5. Take one portion of 
sprouting broccoli, blanch, 
and dress with olive oil. 
Season with salt and 
pepper and grill on a high 
heat to give a charred taste. 
Plenty of colour is fine. 

6. Sear the lamb belly and 
put in a hot oven to fully 
reheat. Reheat the lentils 
and spoon onto the plate. 

7. Remove the belly from 
the oven and brush 
over the cherry glaze. 

I Lift the belly onto the 
lentils then scatter 
the coffee and dark 
chocolate crumb over. 
8. Arrange the 
broccoli around the 

lamb and garnish 
with some 
pickled cherry 
halves and 
deep fried 
sage leaves.

IF your eyes have strayed to this column 
before you'll know that I enjoy a scientific 
experiment with all things drink-related. 
This week I mix and match three tonic 
waters with three gins. Why? Because I 
like gin and tonic!

THE TONIC 

■ I picked three - Schweppes Tonic Water 
(widely available), Fever-Tree Premium 
Indian Tonic Water (mine came from 
Bargain Booze, £3 for a 4 pack of 200ml), 
and finally 1724 Tonic Water. I've 
enjoyed 1724 tonic at gin tastings 
so for this experiment I bought a 
pack of four 200ml bottles from 
Amazon for £12.99. 

THE GINS 

■ Slingsby Gin (£39.99 at 
wslingsby.co.uk, 42% abv). I 
tracked down this gin because 
two people I trust - my daughter 


and a work pal - recommended it. It hails 
from Harrogate, is made from the town's 
spring waters and 17 of its 24 botanicals 
are sourced locally. 

On its own: Citrus bounds from the glass 
with rhubarb, followed by classic juniper, a 
ribbon of sweetness and to taste it has a 
creamy mouthfeel. 

Schweppes: This tonic grasps and clings 
to the sweet notes of the gin to the 
detriment of the botanicals. 

1724: Here we have a classier edge, fresh 
and precise and the botanicals are so 
expressive in a citrus cloud. 

Fever-Tree: This tonic is used on Slings- 
by's website to illustrate how to make its 



perfect G&T. The tonic adds depth 
and brings out some earthy notes 
and heightens the citrus. 

■ Kew Organic Gin (£28.95, www. 
laithwaites.co.uk 46%abv). It's not 
rocket science to realise this gin is 
made in partnership with the Royal 
Botanic Gardens in Kew. They used 
foraged seasonal flora from Kew 
together with traditional botanicals 
to make the gin. 

On its own: Wow. There's a lift of 
floral, and a spark of spice with a cucum¬ 
ber freshness which flutters through. 

Schweppes: I was disappointed with this 
tonic's effect on the gin which lost its 
subtlety. 

1724: This tonic fabulously complements 
the citrus, the notes of cucumber and the 
tease of subtle floral notes. 

Fever-Tree: This brings out the flash of 
spice in this gin and the bitterness of the 
tonic is a good counter-balance. 




■ Oliver Cromwell London Dry Gin 
(£9.97, Aldi, 37.5%abv). This 
award-winning gin has beaten 
others in blind taste tests, but 
I don't think it has the 
sophistication of the Slingsby 
or the Kew. 

On its own: I can live with a 
gin neat with chunks of ice - 
but not this one. It has a good 
citrus nose and a grapple of 
texture. 

Schweppes: A fresh partnership which 
would be perfect for the 6pm watershed 
moment after a long day at work. 

1724: The tonic softens the 'grapple of 
texture' and from within somehow a hint 
of lavender is released. I don't know how. 

Fever-Tree: The quinine takes centre- 
stage in this taste combo - it's drier, the 
gin is there as a partner, but the tonic is 
leading from the front.

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A MAMMOTH portion of 
Arctic meringue, with white 
chocolate crumble and 
anise marinated 
berries. As the

INGREDIENTS 

Meringue kisses and shards: 4 egg 

whites, 250g sugar 
Chantilly cream: 200ml whipped 
cream, lOOg creme patissiere (see 
ingredients below) 

Creme Patissiere: 4 egg yolks, 2tsp 
cornflour, 60g sugar, 25g plain flour, 
280ml milk, 1 vanilla pod (seeds 
only) 

Chocolate sponge: 5 eggs, 150g 
caster sugar, 25g butter (melted), 
110g plain flour, 40g cocoa powder 
Lingonberry coulis: 500g 
lingonberries (if available, otherwise 
cranberries), 1 star anise, lOOg 
sugar, 5ml port 


Marinated berries: 500g 
lingonberries (if available, 
otherwise cranberries), lOOg sugar, 
25ml water, 10 black peppercorns 
White chocolate crumble: 350g 
sugar, 100ml water, 400g white 
chocolate, handful of Atsina cress 

METHOD 

1. For the meringue kisses and 
shards, whip the egg whites 
until stiff and then gradually 
add the sugar. 

2. For the shards, spread 
thinly on a lined baking sheet 
then bake at 130°C. Bake for 
30 minutes, then turn off the 
oven and allow to dry out 
completely with the door shut. 

3. For the lasses, pipe on to 


the lined baking sheet then 
bake as above. 

4. For the creme patissiere, 
whisk the yolks and sugar until 
pale and thickened slightly. 
Whisk in both the cornflour 
and plain flour. Scald the milk 
with the vanilla and gradually 
add to the yolk mix while 
whisking. Return the mixture 
to the pan and place back on 
the heat. Cook until thickened 
before chilling. 

5. Fold the 200ml whipped 
cream with lOOg of creme 
patissiere. 

6. Whisk eggs, butter and 
sugar in a bowl and whisk 
until light and fluffy. Sift in the 
flour and cocoa powder and 


fold in. Pour the mix onto a 
lined baking sheet and spread 
out to 1cm thick. Bake at 180°C 
until cooked. Cool on a wire 
rack, then cut into rectangles. 

7. For the lingonberry coulis, 
bring the ingredients to the 
boil and reduce until it is a 
syrup consistency. Strain and 
chill. 

8. For the marinated berries, 
make a syrup from the sugar 
and water, with the 
peppercorns, in a pan. Reduce 
until almost a honey like 
consistency. Chill and add the 
berries and leave to marinade. 

9. For the white chocolate 
crumble, heat the sugar and 
water to 140°C. Remove from 
the heat and add the chocolate 
and stir until it crystallises. 
Pour onto a lined baking sheet 
then allow to cool before 
crumbling 

10. On the base sponge, layer 
two tablespoons of cream, 
meringue and one tablespoon 
of berries until it resembles a 
snowy, mountainous 
landscape. Cover with a pinch 
of the chocolate crumb. 

11. Before serving, splash over 
one tablespoon of coulis on 
the meringue shards. 

12. Use the Atsina cress to 
garnish the base.

JOHN WICK: 

CHAPTER 2 (15) 

Having exacted 
his revenge at 
the end of the 
first film, John 
Wick(Keanu 
Reeves) reclaims 
his beloved 
Mustang car and 
heads home to 
enjoy his 
retirement from 
the killing game. 

He buries his 
weapons beneath 
a fresh layer of cement in the basement and 
recalls happier times with his wife (Bridget 
Moynahan). Out of the blue, scheming Italian 
crime lord Santino D'Antonio (Riccardo 
Scamarcio) visits John and implores him to 
assassinate his sister Gianna (Claudia Gerini). 
The crime lord holds a blood marker and John 
is obliged to carry out the hit in Rome, where 
Gianna is under the constant surveillance of 
her private bodyguard, Cassian (Common). As 
the plan comes to fruition, old allies turn 
against John. John Wick: Chapter 2 takes the 
bruising fisticuffs of the original to the next 
level, replete with a dizzying showdown in a 
hall of mirrors reminiscent of the 1974 Bond 
classic, The Man With The Golden Gun. 

THE GREAT WALL (12A) 

East meets west in director Zhang Yimou's 
big-budget historical epic, which imagines a 
fantastical reason for China to build a great 
wall along the country's spine. Every 60 years, 
hordes of flesh-hungry monsters called Taoties 
rise in search of prey and a secret military sect 
called the Nameless Order coalesces to repel 
these creatures from atop the wall. General 
Shao (Zhang Hanyu) and his brilliant strategist 
Wang (Andy Lau) are in charge of the latest 
defence mission, dividing soldiers between five 
elite divisions with different specialities: Bear 
Troop, Crane Troop, Eagle Troop, Tiger Troop 
and Deer Troop. Two mercenaries, William 
(Matt Damon) and Tovar (Pedro Pascal), who 
are searching for black powder, stumble into 
the middle of this conflict and pledge their 
support to the Chinese in their battle with the 
Taoties. Another bandit, Sir Ballard (Willem 
Dafoe), is already aiding the Nameless Order 
and he helps the newcomers to acclimatise to 
their perilous surroundings. 

THE FOUNDER (12A) 

Ray Kroc (Michael Keaton) is a salesman, who 
neglects his wife Ethel (Laura Dern) to travel 
around the country selling milkshake machines 
to cash-strapped diner owners with the bold 
promise that if they "increase the supply, 
demand follows". His customers strongly 
disagree and Ray and trusty secretary June 
(Kate Kneeland) struggle to pay the bills. 
During a visit to San Bernardino in California, 
Ray takes a tour of the hamburger stand 
owned by Richard McDonald (Nick Offerman) 
and his brother Maurice (John Carroll Lynch), 
who have perfected a lightning guick cooking 
system. Ray scents a lucrative business 
opportunity and persuades the siblings to sign 
a contract that allows him to franchise the 
McDonald's model around the country. At first, 
the arrangement works well and Ray attracts 
numerous franchise owners. However, the 
contract terms prevent Ray from tampering 
with menu items, so he joins forces with 
slippery financial consultant Harry Sonneborn 
(BJ Novak) to wriggle through legal loopholes. 
The Founder pivots around Keaton; it's a 
bravura portrayal of a deeply flawed man, who 
put profits ahead of personal relationships and 
made himself obscenely rich.

N ominated for four Academy 

Awards including Best Picture, 
Fences is an assured film 
adaptation of August Wilson’s 
Pulitzer Prize-winning play, 
directed for the screen by Denzel 
Washington. 

The actor already has two golden 
statuettes on his mantelpiece for the films 
Glory and Training Day, and he is vying 
for a third Oscar for his showy 
performance here. 

Such plaudits come as little surprise 
since Washington is well acquainted with 
the stage production. 

He simmered with tightly coiled rage in 
a 2010 Broadway revival co-starring Viola 
Davis. 

Both won coveted Tony Awards for 
their incendiary portrayals of a couple 
struggling to hold together their marriage 
against a backdrop of economic 
uncertainty and bigotry in 1950s 
Pittsburgh. 

Reunited on the big screen, Washington 
and Davis rekindle molten chemistry and 
are able to suck us deeper into their 
characters’ suffering with the benefit of 
lingering, tear-stained close-ups. 

Fences remains unerringly faithful to its

stage origins and feels rather static, 
unfolding predominantly within the 
rooms or backyard of a modest home 
where family members trade bruising 
verbal blows. 

Strong-willed patriarch Troy Maxson 
(Washington) presides over this 
tug-of-war for supremacy. 

He works as a rubbish collector 
alongside best friend Jim (Stephen 
Robertson), who loves to listen to Troy’s 
anecdotes. 

“You got more stories than the devil got 
sinners,” quips Jim. 

Troy toils in order to provide for his 
wife Rose (Davis) and their son Cory 
(Jo van Adepo). 

The young man is a gifted athlete and is 
being scouted for college football. 

Troy refuses to sign his son’s 
permission slip because he believes the 
football leagues are rife with racial 
prejudice and he doesn’t want his flesh 
and blood to fail, as he did playing 
baseball many years before. 

This refusal to support his son’s dream 


drives an insurmountable wedge between 
Troy and Cory. 

“I’m the boss around here. I do the only 
saying what counts,” barks the old man 
defiantly. 

Meanwhile, the patriarch clashes with 
his other son, Lyons (Russell Hornsby), 
who only seems to materialise when he 
needs money. 

Financial pressures tip Troy over the 
edge and his rage and frustration explode 
with devastating consequences. 

Fences is a glittering showcase for the 
ensemble cast, led by the imperious 
Washington and Davis, who don’t hold 
back in pivotal scenes. 

The latter richly deserves her Oscar 
nomination, and she’ll almost certainly 
win for deftly capturing the steeliness of a 
mother hen, who has sacrificed 
everything for her brood. 

“I gave 18 years of my fife to stand in 
the same spot with you. Don’t you think I 
ever wanted other things?” she rages. 

Period detail is impressive and even 
though there is a palpable lack of 
cinematic dynamism to proceedings, 
there are plenty of dialogue-driven 
fireworks.

craping ice off the 
windscreen on a 
bitterly cold early 
morning is not the 
image which usually 
springs to mind when you think 
of a sporty little drop top. 

It is, however, what I found 
myself doing on a couple days 
during my tiime with BMW’s 
baby 2 Series convertible. 

I suppose that’s what you 
should expect when you have a 
cabriolet in the middle of the 
British winter, though. 

BMW’s blurb claims that the 
fabric soft top smoothly lowers 
and raises in just 20 seconds at 
the touch of a button, and at 
speeds of up to just over 30mph. 

I am sure it does - but with the 
weather fluctuating between 
frequent downpours and 
plunging temperatures, the 
button in question remained 
largely redundant. 

However, if the inclement 
climatic conditions left me 
feeling decidedly gloomy - then 


driving around in this stylish 
and well-equipped pocket rocket 
soon put a smile back on my 
face. 

The twin-turbo 2.0-litre 230i 
petrol power pack under the 
bonnet is only available with 
this range-topping M Sport trim 
and proves potent in such a 
small motor. 

Kicking out 252ps it will, when 
paired with the super smooth 
eight-speed sport automatic 
transmission I had, get you from 
0-62mph in well under six 
seconds and on to a top speed of 
155mph - while still offering a 
claimed 45.6 miles per gallon on 
average. 

M Sport specification also 
includes the stiffened and 
lowered M Sport suspension 
which provides rock solid grip 
and super sharp handling - in 
short, the sort of dynamic and 
engaging drive that BMW has 
become renowned for. 

The pay off for all that control 
and performance is a slightly 
firm ride but this only really 
becomes an issue over the most 
badly pitted road surfaces - 
although there are plenty of 


those around these days - and 
you’ll certainly want to avoid too 
many potholes. 

But where road surface and 
conditions are good this is a real 
driver’s car - responding 
enthusiastically to throttle 
input, offering good feedback 


through the direct and accurate 
steering and allowing you to 
push on with confidence. 

Firm dabs on the gas pedal are 
accompanied by a satisfying 
growl but otherwise this 
compact convertible is 
surprisingly refined, with 


insulation in the fabric roof 
keeping exterior noise at bay 
and its aerodynamic design all 
but eliminating wind noise 
around the seals. 

Practicality is not at the top of 
the list for most people 
contemplating buying a 


convertible, but the 2 Series does 
have a boot big enough for a 
couple of weekend bags. 

It’s also a four seater, of 
course, although a look at the 
compact rear seats and you may 
think that calling it a 2+2 would 
have been more accurate. 

Our 11 and 13-year-old kids 
squeezed in but I had to move 
the driver’s seat a little further 
forward than I’d ideally have 
liked to make room and adults 
wouldn’t want to travel back 
there for all but the shortest 
trips. 

That said, you don’t even get 
the option of squeezing those 
extra bodies in with a roadster - 
and the 230i certainly offers the 
same sort of enjoyment as most 
other two-seater drop tops out 
there. 

Indeed, if it can put a smile on 
my face in deepest winter, just 
imagine what it’ll be like in the 
summer, racing around the 
country lanes with the roof down 
and the wind blowing through 
your hair... if, unlike me, you 
have any hair that is.

Havant end 
four-match 
winning run 

HARLOW Town’s four game 
winning run was ended on 
Saturday as they were beaten 2-0 
at home to Havant & 
Waterlooville. 

The Hawks stay in seventh 
place in the Ryman Premier 
table on 50 points after suffering 
their fourth home loss of the 
season. 

Danny Chapman’s side had 
been playing brilliantly, and 
were looking to beat Havant to 
become serious challengers for 
the play-off places, but the third 
placed side were too strong on 
the day for the Hawks.
